A  snapshot  of  the  U.S.  corn  industry 
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on  crop 


lis  story  begins  nearly 
8,000  years  ago  in  a 
windswept  field.  It  was 
then,  in  a  part  of  the  world 
we  now  know  as  Mexico, 
that  Indians  first  turned  their 
attention  to  a  wild  grass 
called  teosinte.  Quite  tall 
with  elongated  ears  of  small, 
hard  kernels,  teosinte  is  no 
ordinary  grass,  and  the 
Indians  quickly  discovered  it 
could  be  eaten  as  a  nutri- 
tious grain.  They  also  discov- 
ered they  could  selectively 
breed  the  plant  to  make  it 
produce  larger  ears  with 
more  grains.  Eventually  the 
plant  became  a  mainstay  in 
the  Indian  diet. 

Many  years  later,  in  the 
ii(.oos,  the  Indians  introduced 
the  plant  to  a  man  named 
Columbus.  An  Italian  explorer 
working  for  Spain,  Columbus 
liked  it.  He  liked  it  so  much, 
in  fact,  he  decided  he  should 
share  it  with  his  friends 
across  the  ocean  in  Europe. 


And  that's  exactly  what 
he  did.  In  1^93  Columbus 
stashed  a  few  seeds  on  his 
boat,  sailed  back  to  Spain 
and  made  history.  Before 
long  this  Indian  corn,  now 
known  by  its  Spanish  name, 
maize,  was  a  worldwide 
smash.  Corn  had  hit  the 
mainstream,  and  agriculture 
would  never  be  the  same. 

Corn  explosion 
Today  corn  is  grown  on  every 
continent  except  Antarctica. 
It's  the  most  widely  produced 
feed  grain  in  the  United 
States,  used  to  fatten  every- 
thing from  cattle  to  catfish. 
Take  a  stroll  through  the 
supermarket  and  you'll  find 
corn  is  an  ingredient  in  more 
than  3,000  different  food 
products-things  like  beer, 
bread,  candy  and  soft  drinks. 
Because  it's  grown  in  every 
state  in  the  country,  it's  even 
found  in  the  FFA  emblem  as  a 
symbol  of  unity  between 
members  and  chapters 
throughout  the  nation. 


With  nearly  76  million  acres 
of  planted  corn  in  the  United 
States  in  2001,  the  industry  is, 
by  all  accounts,  enormous.  But 
according  to  experts,  it  has 
barely  hit  its  stride.  "We're 
making  more  and  more  things 
out  of  corn  every  day,"  says 
Allen  Baker,  a  corn  specialist 
at  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Ethanol,  for  example,  is  a 
fuel  made  out  of  corn.  It's 
commonly  used  as  an  additive 
in  gasoline  for  gas-powered 
vehicles,  but  can  also  be  used 
on  its  own.  Currently  almost 
1.5  billion  gallons  of  ethanol 
are  made  every  year  in  the 
United  States. 

Corn  components  are 
also  used  to  make  synthetic 
products  like  bedding,  carpet- 
ing and  plastic.  Employees  of 
the  National  Corn  Growers 
Association  (NCGA)  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri,  wear  shirts  made 
out  of  corn.

Worldwide  leader 
The  United  States  produces 
more  corn  than  any  other 
country  in  the  world.  Not 
surprisingly,  a  fair  portion  of 
that  corn-about  20  percent-is 
eventually  exported.  The  corn 
is  grown  in  states  like  Iowa, 
Illinois  and  Nebraska  and  is 
then  shipped  to  places  like 
Japan,  South  Korea  and  Latin 
America.  Corn  is  sent  to 
drought-plagued  areas  of 
Africa  for  use  as  food.  Mexico 
and  Canada  import  U.S.  corn 
and  process  it  into  things  like 
sweeteners  and  alcohol. 
Thanks  to  a  growing 
population  and  scientific 
research  designed  to  find 
unique  uses  for  corn,  the 
future  of  America's  favorite 
crop  appears  more  promising 
than  ever.  "The  industry  is 
growing,"  says  Brandon  Mudd, 
a  spokesperson  for  the  NCGA. 
"And  as  far  as  we  can  tell 
there's  no  end  in  sight."  "fc

Luckily,  Haley  Dunn  decided  to  take  classes  instead  of  study 
halls  during  her  freshman  and  sophomore  years  of  high 
school.  At  the  time,  she  didn't  know  that  loading  up  on 
classes  would  later  enable  her  to  graduate  a  year  early,  a  move 
that  now  puts  her  on  track  for  a  possible  run  at  the  2001* 
Olympics  in  the  women's  skeet  shooting  event. 

This  Agri-Power  FFA  Chapter  member  from  the  small 
south-central  Iowa  town  of  Eddyville  says  she  now  can  focus 
her  energy  on  training.  At  17  years  of  age,  Haley  already  knows 
that  discipline  is  the  name  of  the  game. 

Besides  twice-a-day  shooting  sessions,  Haley's  regimen 
includes  weight  lifting  and  running.  Her  dad,  who  owns  Steelclay

Shooting  Sports,  a  shooting 
range  and  hunting  preserve, 
works  with  her  on  the 
shooting.  Once  a  month,  she 
travels  to  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado,  to  train  with  U.S. 
national  team  coaches. 

The  international  circuit 

Haley,  who  has  blonde  hair 
and  speaks  with  confidence, 
bases  her  training  on  inter- 
national skeet  shooting  rules. 
The  sport  is  fairly  straightfor- 
ward. Using  a  12-gauge 
shotgun,  a  competitor  rotates 
among  eight  shooting 
stations.  In  each  round,  a 
shooter  can  fire  a  maximum 
of  25  shots  at  25  clay  targets. 
The  more  clay  targets  one 
hits,  the  higher  the  score. 
Haley  says  international 
skeet  shooting  is  tougher 
than  American  skeet  shoot- 
ing. In  international  compe- 
tition, she  says,  the  clay 
targets  travel  faster  and  are 
more  difficult  to  break. 
Competitors  also  must  hold 
the  base  of  the  shotgun  at 
waist  level  until  the  targets 
are  in  the  air  (in  American 
skeet,  shooters  can  hold  their

Haley's  dedication  and  talent 
have  already  paid  off.  Last 
year,  she  journeyed  across  th 
world  to  compete  at  women' 
junior  world  championship 
competitions  in  Egypt  and 
Germany.  She  won  both  and 
is  soon  headed  to  Finland  to 
defend  her  top  position. 

Haley  has  also  com- 
peted throughout  the 
U.S.  and  in  Brazil,  Italy 
and  China.  The  extensive 
travel  doesn't  seem  to 
affect  Haley's  ability  to 
compete.  "You  have  to 
go  into  it  with  a  fearless 
attitude,"  she  says,  "or 
else  you're  like  'Oh  my 
god!  I've  never  been  to 
this  airport'  or  'I'm  never 
going  to  find  anything.'" 

"I  think  it's  different 
when  you're  the  one 
going,"  she  adds.  "People 
look  at  me  and  they're  like 
'You're  going  to  Finland!' 
And  it  doesn't  hit  me  until 
I'm  on  the  plane  on  the 
way  there." 

FFA  along  the  way 

Even  though  she  missed  quite 
a  bit  of  school  due  to  her 
heavy  travel  schedule,  Haley 
still  found  time  to  maximize 
her  involvement  in  FFA.  She 
competed  in  soils,  conduct  of 
meetings  and  parliamentary 
procedure  career  development 
events  (CDEs),  and  she  devel- 
oped a  supervised  agricultural 
experience  (SAE)  in  outdoor 
recreation  at  her  dad's 
shooting  range  and  hunting 
preserve.  "I  started  out  being 
a  trapper  [the  person  who 
operates  the  machine  that 
launches  the  clay  targets] 
and  now  I'm  doing  a  lot  more 
of  the  management  work," 
she  says. 


Haley  also  has  a  way  with 
words.  As  an  FFA  member, 
she  wrote  an  essay  on 
biotechnology  and  won  a 
statewide  essay  contest.  Her 
public  speaking  experience  in 
FFA  is  now  starting  to  come  in 
handy.  She  frequently  uses 
the  skills  she  learned  to  speak 
to  groups  of  people  at 
fundraisers  designed  to  help 
her  defray  the  costs  of  train- 
ing, equipment  and  travel. 
Last  year  alone,  her  costs 
reached  $30,000. 

Keeping  her  goal 

While  Haley  sometimes 
wishes  she  could  still  play 
Softball  and  try  barrel  racing 


(something  she's  always 
wanted  to  do),  she  keeps  a 
steady  eye  on  her  goal-to 
make  it  to  the  200it  Olympics 
in  Athens,  Greece. 

It's  going  to  be  a  tough 
road.  Ajunior  world  champi- 
onship won't  get  her  there. 
She'll  need  to  be  the  best 
all-around  American  female 
heading  into  the  summer  of 
200i(..  At  that  time,  she'll 
be  19  years  old.  That's  good 
news  for  her  and  the  U.S. 
medal  hopes  because  that's 
when  she's  expected  to  be 
in  the  prime  of  her  competi- 
tive career. 

In  the  meantime,  Haley 
says,  "I'm  going  to  try  to  go  out 
and  be  a  17-year-old  kid."  *

n  1992,  four  Texas  musicians  met  in  Nashville  and  formed  a  band 

called  Texassee.  While  the  name  didn't  stick  (they  eventually 

changed  it  to  Lonestar),  the  band  did,  and  they're  now  celebrat- 
ing their  10th  year  together. 

The  group-consisting  of  Dean  Sams  (keyboard),  Michael  Britt 
(guitar),  Keech  Rainwater  (drums)  and  Richie  McDonald  (lead 
vocals)-developed  their  distinctive  sound  in  their  first  couple  of 
years  together,  when  they  were  on  the  road  all  the  time. 

After  playing  500  dates  on  the  road  in  1993  and  1994.,  they  got  a 
break  when  they  became  the  house  band  at  Nashville's  Wildhorse 
Saloon.  They  caught  the  attention  of  record  labels  and  soon  had  a  deal. 

Climbing  the  charts 
Their  first  two  records-"Lonestar"  and  "Crazy  Nights"-both  went  gold.  Their  third 
record,  "Lonely  Grill",  was  a  chart-buster  and  put  the  band  over  the  top.  Richie,  the 
band's  lead  vocalist,  puts  the  early  success  in  perspective:  "We  spent  the  early  years 
together,  going  through  hard  times,  working  hard,  learning  and  developing  as  a  band. 
We  are  all  so  glad  that  everything  happened  when  it  did  and  the  way  it  did  for  us." 
These  days,  the  band  is  riding  the  success  of  its  current  CD,  "I'm  Already  There". 
They've  made  a  couple  of  videos  and  are  touring  the  country.  One  of  their  tour  stops 
will  be  the  75th  National  FFA  Convention  in  Louisville.  It  will  be  a  celebration  of  75  years 
of  FFA,  but  also  a  celebration  of  Lonestar's  10  years  together.

Brad  Mates,  the  band's  singer,  describes  the  filming  of  the  video  for  the 
song  "Fall  Into  Me":  "When  we  found  out  we  were  going  to  be  shooting  it  in 
an  aquarium,  we  had  no  idea  what  it  was  going  to  look  like.  We  got  down 
there  and  they  had  the  glass  right  over  the  top  of  us  in  the  shark  tank.  It's 
like  a  big  tunnel  and  the  lighting  in  there  was  so  cool." 

High  energy  show 

The  band  heads  back  to  Kentucky  this  fall  to  perform  at  the  national  FFA 
convention.  So,  what  can  you  expect  to  hear?  Brad  puts  it  this  way:  "It's  a  lot 
of  high  energy.  We're  all  young  guys,  and  we  try  to  put  a  rock  edge  into  our 
show  because  we  want  to  keep  people  entertained.  .  .  We've  played  shows 
for  the  last  two  months  where,  when  we  finish  playing  "I  Should  Be 
Sleeping",  people  will  keep  singing  the  song.  It's  incredible."

A  blast  from 
the  past 


ou  won't  find  anyone  in  Nashville  more  faithful  to  the  country 
music's  tradition  than  Brad  Paisley.  The  West  Virginia  native  grew 
up  playing  the  old  stuff.  At  age  8,  his  grandfather  gave  him  a 

Sears  Danelectro  Silvertone  guitar  with  an  amp  built  into  the  case. 
By  age  12,  he  wrote  his  first  song  and,  by  age  i^,  became  a 

regular  performer  on  "Jamboree  USA",  a  local  Saturday  night  radio 

show.  Already  a  local  celebrity  in  West  Virginia,  the  20-year-old  migrated 

to  Nashville,  a  town  that  seemed  to  be  made  just  for  him. 

All  in  the  tools 

As  a  singer,  songwriter  and  guitar  player,  Brad  already  had  all  the  talent  it  would  take  to 
succeed.  In  Nashville,  he  started  out  writing  songs  for  other  performers  such  as  Alan 
Jackson.  It  didn't  take  long  for  Nashville  to  recognize  his  overall  talent,  and  he  soon 
recorded  "Who  Needs  Pictures,"  his  first  CD.  It  sold  more  than  a  million  copies. 

His  early  success  showed  that  there's  still  a  huge  demand  for  the  traditional  country 
music  pioneered  by  George  Jones,  Roy  Clark  and  Brad's  idol,  Buck  Owens.  He's  become 
known  as  the  torchbearer  of  this  music.  "I  don't  know  if  I'm  worthy  of  torch  bearer,"  Brad 
says,  "but  I  feel  proud  to  be  one  of  the  artists  that  they  consider  to  be  on  that  side  of  the 
fence.  Because  that  was  my  goal  setting  out."

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The  cost  of  college 

A  breakdown  of  what  it  will  cost  you  to  continue 
your  education  at  a  college  or  university 


Few  things  in  life  are 
entirely  free,  and  a  good 
education  is  no  exception. 
Unless  you're  fortunate  enough 
to  win  a  full  scholarship,  col- 
lege can  cost  anywhere  from  a 
few  thousand  to  well  over  a 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  numbers,  as  reported 
by  The  College  Board,  tell  the 
story:  The  average  cost  of 
tuition  and  fees  (the  basic  price 
of  classes,  not  including  things 
like  food  and  rent)  at  a  four- 
year  private  university  during 
the  2001-2002  school  year  was 
$17,123.  Public  schools,  on  the 
other  hand,  were  far  less 
expensive.  The  average  in- 
state tuition  and  fees  at  a 
four-year  public  institution 
were  $3,751*. 


According  to  experts,  these 
costs  are  certain  to  increase  in 
the  future-some  say  five  per- 
cent per  year  is  a  fair  estimate. 
But  those  same  experts  believe 
that-with  good  planning- 
there's  little  need  to  worry,  as 
many  of  those  increases  can  be 
offset  through  scholarships, 
loans,  grants  and  other  forms 
of  financial  aid. 

It  all  adds  up 
The  true  cost  of  college 
includes  tuition,  books,  fees, 
and  school  supplies.  But  it  also 
includes  the  price  of  the 
lifestyle  you  choose  to  lead 
while  in  school-the  cost  of 
housing,  meals,  transporta- 
tion, and  other  personal 
expenses. 

If  you  live  on  cam- 
pus, you  might  pay 
more  to  have  a 
room  to  yourself 
than  you  would  if 
you  shared  one 
with  a  roommate. 
The  price  of  food 
will  depend  on 
whether  you  sub- 
scribe to  a  school- 
based  meal  plan  or 
instead  choose  to 
cook  for  yourself.  If 
you're  lucky,  trans- 
portation will  be 


free  (especially  if  you  can  bike 
or  walk  to  school).  On  the 
other  hand,  if  you  live  far  from 
campus  you'll  have  to  figure  in 
the  price  of  the  commute  (and 
owning  a  car,  if  necessary). 

A  good  investment 
Not  surprisingly,  things  can 
add  up  quickly.  But  there's  no 
need  to  panic.  "You  should 
never  be  afraid  of  big  sticker 
prices,"  says  Rob  Franek,  a 
college-costs  expert  at  the 
Princeton  Review,  a  company 
that  specializes  in  helping 
high  school  kids  prepare  for 
secondary  education. 

"The  schools  with  the  high 
price  tags  can  often  give  more 
money  when  it  comes  to 
financial  aid."  And  while  most 
forms  of  financial  aid  must  be 
repaid  over  time  after  gradua- 
tion, the  investment  in  higher 
education  is  worth  it. 

According  to  the  U.S  census 
bureau,  people  with  bache- 
lor's degrees  earn  80  percent 
more  on  average  than  those 
with  high  school  diplomas. 
That  comes  out  to  an  addi- 
tional million  dollars  over  the 
course  of  a  lifetime.  In  other 
words,  you  should  look  at  col- 
lege as  an  investment.  It  may 
be  expensive,  but  it's  worth 
every  penny.  1*
